The various surgical 
papers added to tho volume, and which are now first published in a collected 
form, contain much that is interesting and important.

Francis Conme, M. D., Secretary Coll, Pliys., Sec. &c. Philadelphia, Lea & Blan¬ 
chard, 1845: 8vo. pp. 10G0. 

This work being now confessedly, by tho concurrent opinions of tho highest 
critical authorities both of Great Britain and this country, tho best compend of tho 
principles and practice of physic that has yet appeared, and our own estimato of 
it having already been fully expressed, (No. for Jan., 1844, p. 182,) it would bo 
supererogatory to say anythin" further in its praise. We cannot, howovor, allow 
the present edition to go forth without calling attention to it. It is enriched by 
some extremely useful additions by Dr. Condio, relating to the diseases of this 
country, and is got up in a stylo very superior to tho preceding ono. 


Art. XXV.— The Principles and Practice of Obstetric Medicine and Surgery, in refe¬ 
rence to the Process of Parturition, illustrated by 148 figures. By Francis II. 
Uamsrotiiam, M.D., F. R. C. P., Lecturer on Obstetric and Forensic Medicine, 
at tho London Hospital, &c. &c. &c. A new edition from the enlarged and re¬ 
vised London edition. Philadelphia, Lea & Blanchard, 1845 : super-royal 8vo. 
pp. 519. 

Tiif. very flattering reception which this work received, on its first appearance, 
both from the medical press and from the profession, induced the author in prepar¬ 
ing the present edition to considerably extend it, with tho hope of rendering it 
more useful to the student, for whose guidance it was more particularly designed. 
With this view, besides alterations and additions to the original text, he has added 
a very interesting essay on the diseases of the pregnant and puerperal states, and 
on tho important subject of abortion; some statistical tables. &c., and several addi¬ 
tional illustrations. 

Prof. Ilodge, of tho University of Pennsylvania, in a letter prefixed to this edi¬ 
tion, very justly speaks of it as «the standard work on midwifery,” and as being 
“ most valuable,—from its intrinsic, undoubted excellence, and as being tho best 
authorized exponent of British midwifery.” 

In all that constitutes the value of such’a work to tho student, clearness and per¬ 
spicuity of language, happy arrangement, and accuracy and copiousness of illus- 
tion, this seoms to leave litile to bo desired. 


Art. XXVI.— Outlines of the Arteries: with short Descriptions. Designed for the use of 
Medical Students. By John Neii.i., A. M., M. P., Prosector in tho University of 
Pennsylvania, Physician to Wills Hospital, Lecturer on Anat., &c. Philadelphia, 
Ed. Barrington and Geo. D. Haswell, 1845: 8vo. pp. 30. Plates vi. 

Tills work is so admirably adapted to the wants of students commencing the 
study of arteries, that it cannot fail to obtain a favourable reception. The main 
arterial trunks are represented, omitting the minute ramifications which so con¬ 
stantly confuse tho student, and “ to avoid the. tediousness of references, the names 
have been placed upon the arterial trunks, so that the position of tho vessel and 
its name strike the eye at the same time.” 
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Tho drawings aro very distinct and well-coloured. The idea of this work was 
a lmppy ono, and wo trust, for tho bonefit of students, that tho author will extend 
it to tho veins, nerves, &c. 


Art. XXVII.— 'The Domestic Management of the Sick-Room, necessary, in aid of Medi¬ 
cal Treatment, for the cure of Diseases, liy Anthony Todd Thompson, M. D.; F. 
L. S., &c. &c. First American from tho second London Edition. Revised, with 
additions by R. E. Griffith, M. D. Philadelphia, Lea & Blanchard, 1845: pp. 
363, 12mo. 

This work is addressed rather to tho public than to tho profession; wo nro in¬ 
clined, nevertheless, to beliovo, that it is bettor adapted for the instruction of tho 
student and junior praotitioner, than of tho nurse or ordinary attendant. There 
aro numerous minulice relative to tho management of tho sick room, attention to 
which is not only necessary to tho comfort of tho patient, but often essential to tho 
successful treatment of tho case; and yet in regard to which our professed treatises 
are wholly silent, and tho practilionor gains a knowledgo of them, only after a long 
experience and too often at tho cost of hi3 patient. 

Dr. Thompson vory justly remarks, “ Tho most judicious plan of medical man¬ 
agement may bo devised, and tho plainest directions for its fulfilment may bo de¬ 
livered to tho attendants of tho sick room; but without more information on tho 
subject than is at present possessed by tho females of a household, and especially 
by those whoso duty it is to superintend the execution of tho orders of tho physi¬ 
cian, littlo benefit can bo anticipated to tho invalid.” 

Wo commond this volume to tho student and young practitioner as ono furnish¬ 
ing him information of great importance, not only to lus patient but also to himself, 
for an iguoranco of tho details of tho management of tho sick and inability to give 
tho necessary instructions may subject him to remarks on tho part of tiro nurse 
calculated to impair or oven destroy confidence in his professional skill. 


Art. XXVIII .—Manual of Orthopedic Surgery ; being a Dissertation which obtained the 
Iloylston Prize for 1844, on the following question: “ In what cases and to what ex¬ 
tent is the Divisionof Muscles, Tendons, or other parts proper for the relief of Deformity 
or Iyuncncss ?” By Henry Jacob Bigelow, JVl. D. Boston, William. D. Tiekuor 
Sc Co., 1845: pp. 211, 8vo. Plates vi. 

In this well-written dissertation, we aro presented with an excellent exposition 
of the doctrines and practice of the loading French Orthopedists. Tho operations 
.which tlroy perform, and tho procedures employed by thorn aro fully and faithfully 
described, and tho instruments and apparatus used, nro accurately figured. 

We cheerfully commend it to tho attention of those interested in this branch of 
surgery. 

We must, however, express our regret that tho author has scarcely alluded to 
tho achievements of his own countrymen in this department; and our surprise 
at tho remark ho makes in his preface that “ it does not appear that wo nave 
any right to question tho accuracy oP’ M. Guerin’s “statements,” but “ that on the 
contrary, wo may infer from tho last report of tho committee appointed by tho 
Acadomy of Medicine to investigate this point, that thero is no ground lor suppos¬ 
ing tho evidenco in any way warped or misrepresented.” Cortainly such were 
not our inferences from reading tho report. {
